A campaign to raise awareness of 
Female Genital Mutilation (FGM) 
has warned it is child abuse and 
illegal after 30 cases were discov¬ 
ered at Northampton Hospital. 

This multi-agency campaign is 
beingfundedby Northamptonshire 
Police and timed to coincide with 
the run-up to the summer holi¬ 
days, when children may be 
at a higher risk of being 
taken abroad to 
have FGM carried 


Constable of Northants Police, 
Rachel Swann, said: “FGM is illegal 
in the UK and carries a maximum 
sentence of 14 years imprisonment. 

“A new mandatory reporting duty 
for FGM requires regulated health 
and social care professionals and 
teachers to report known cases of 
FGM in girls under 18 to the police.”

It should be illegal not to 
vote but it should also be easier - not 
because it’s too complicated now but 
because there should be a benefit from 
advances in technology.

If we can 
bank from our phones we can vote from 
our phones. And if they can canvas our 
opinions that quickly, there would be no 
excuses and the people would be much 
more in charge. Who knows what would 
happen then...

A new invention which 
‘looks like the side of a 
shed’ but uses the latest 
gadgets to pour real 
cider at a record rate will 
be unveiled at this week¬ 
end’s Northampton 
Sausage and Cider 
Festival. 

The contraptions allow 
one person to pour up to 
480 pints an hour and 
were specially commis¬ 
sioned by event organis¬ 
er Crispin Slee, who is 
now the proud owner of 
four of the machines.

Eddie’s message of hope for EU 




Referendum: Eddie Izzard spoke to sixth formers at Corby Business Academy about the EU vote 


Comedian Eddie Izzard has 
admitted going around the 
country doing speeches to 
stay in the EU has meant 
using a different mental 
energy. 

He has done 31 speeches in 
31 days and said he felt it has 
been tougher than when he 
did 27 marathons in 27 days. 

Last week Eddie was at 
Corby Business Academy 
where he spoke to sixth 
formers about why he felt 
they should vote to stay in 
Europe. 

The comic, who wants to 
become an MP or the Mayor 
of London by 2020, said he 
has enjoyed the opportunity 
to speak to young voters 
about what he feels is one of 
the most important deci¬ 
sions in 100 years - whether 
Great Britain should remain 
in or leave the EU. 

Eddie, who came out as 
transgender more than 30 
years ago, wants to preach a 
positive message to young 
voters as he feels Europe 
provides people with oppor¬ 
tunities which if we left the 
EU would vanish over night. 

This, according to Eddie, is 


the freedom to travel thanks 
to cheap flights, the ability 
to study anywhere in Europe 
and the chance to work in 
different countries. 

He does not want us to 
become a Little Britain but 
would like to see us be part 
of a cosmopolitan European 
culture. 

When he addressed the 
sixth formers he did so with 
a passion for the EU and 
kept reiterating what he felt 
was the hope it and human¬ 
ity gave people. 

He said: “I feel Europe is all 
about support and opportu¬ 
nity. It is about stopping 
wars and keeping the peace. 

“Young people want a 
positive message and that is 
what I do, I am a British- 
European. I am proud to be 
British and I am proud to be 
a European. I am a realistic 
idealist. I had tough times 
admitting I was transgender 
but I feel with Europe we 
need to keep pushing the 
message of hope. 

“Despair was the fuel of 
terrorists while hope was 
the fuel of civilization. I 
believe in hope and I do not 


have a problem with that. I 
want to do good for human¬ 
ity. We need to change the 
EU but from the inside not 
outside it. 

“We need to remain in 
Europe.” 

He explained he has been 
enthused by young people 
speaking to him after the 


speeches telling him how 
much they enjoyed his 
positive message. Listening 
to Eddie’s style of delivery 
and his speech, I felt it was 
erudite, educated and 
charged with positivity. 

He did have buzzwords 
through his speech like 
hope and humanity along 


with idealist and positive. 

This was Eddie Izzard the 
comedian but he never 
allowed his speech to 
become overladen with 
humorous stories or jokes. 

How many changed their 
minds from listening I do 
not know. But today we all 
get our say on the EU.

Baby burnt by 
washing tablet

A mum feared her baby 
girl would go blind after 
a washing machine 
capsule burst in her face 
- resulting in horrific 
burns. 

Mum-of-two Simone 
Jones, from Irthling- 
borough, said one-year- 
old daughter Rainbow 
‘screamed the most 
horrific scream ever’ 
after the tablet popped 
and sprayed into both 
her eyes. 

The 27-year-old beauty 
therapist said the 
accident happened when 
she turned her back for a 
few seconds while serv¬ 


ing up dinner and 
Rainbow managed to 
reach inside a child- 
locked cupboard. 

After pulling a single 
washing tablet through a 
small gap in the 
cupboard at their family 
home, it quickly popped 
and the liquid spread 
over the little girl’s eyes 
and face. 

Simone, who has 
knowledge of first aid 
from previous employ¬ 
ment as an assistant at a 
care home, then franti¬ 
cally tried to wash the 
liquid from Rainbow’s 
eyes before rushing her 
to Kettering General 
Hospital. 

But despite the doctors 


cleaning her eyes 
further, they told Simone 
that Rainbow had 95 per 
cent burns to the cornea 
in her left eye - after the 
protective layer was 
stripped off - and five per 
cent to the right. 

But to the mum’s joy, a 
further check-up on 
Monday found that 
Rainbow’s eyes had 
recovered and that there 
is no long lasting 
damage. 

Simone, who also has a 
three-year-old son called 
Phoenix, said: “When I 
heard the pop and saw 
her face, I felt sick to my 
stomach. 

“I am so relieved she is 
going to be okay now.” 


Lifeline for mobility scooter service 


Northampton Shopmobility 
could be saved following a 
crunch meeting - just weeks 
after another cut to funding 
forced it to announce it was 
closing down later this year. 

The mobility scooter hire 
service, which rents out 
scooters for £3 a use, 
revealed earlier this month 
that it would be closing on 
September 30 after its grant 
from Northampton Borough 
Council was slashed from 
£11,000 to £8,000. 

The news sparked a public 
outcry as campaigners 
urged the council to sell the 
mayor’s number plate - 
worth £300,000 - to help 
save the service which is 
based at Mayorhold car park. 

But on Tuesday the 
borough council’s Disabled 



People’s Forum held a 
special meeting in which a 
solution was found to make 
up the funding gap and keep 
the service going until at 
least March next year. 

The council said in the 
meeting it had been helping 
the service, which is run by 
Northampton Door to Door, 
to find new funding streams 


- which has resulted in 
applications being submitted 
for £3,000 from the authori¬ 
ty’s small grants fund and 
£10,000 from the Northants 
Community Foundation. 

A council spokesperson 
said: “The council already 
supports the Shopmobility 
scheme, who received 
£8,000 from our Partnership 
Fund Grant Scheme this 
year. 

“We always have difficult 
decisions to make as we 
look at how our grants can 
best help people in 
Northampton. 

“Ever year the bidding 
process is oversubscribed 
and unfortunately no funding 
is guaranteed but is subject 
to a competitive bidding 
process.”

with the knowledge and skills 
they need to effectively 
support infant feeding and 
parent-infant relationships. 

Tracey Barnfather, principal 
lecturer for midwifery at the 
University of Northampton, 
said: “The curriculum we have 
developed here at the 
University of Northampton 
demonstrates unique 
approaches to teaching 
students breastfeeding skills 
and management.

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Shooting victims 
and MP honoured

More than 200 people packed 
into a gay bar to pay tribute 
to the 49 victims who died in 
a shooting at an Orlando 
nightclub, and to remember 
Yorkshire MP Jo Cox who 
died after being shot and 
stabbed in a street. 

Dozens of mourners gath¬ 
ered inside The Boston in 
Northampton town centre on 
Friday for the event, which 
had originally been set up by 
Northants Momentum to 
remember those who died in 
the massacre at Pulse night¬ 
club in Orlando on Sunday, 
June 12. 

But after the tragic murder 
of Jo, the Labour MP for 
Batley and Spen who died 


after being shot and stabbed 
in a street in her constituency 
last Thursday, the activism 
group decided the planned 
vigil would also be a tribute 
to her. 

The evening of solidarity 
started with speeches - one of 
which was carried out by a 
Northampton man who lost a 
friend in the Orlando shoot¬ 
ings. 

Iain MacLeod, 32, of Far 
Cotton, told how he first met 
Edward Sotomayor Jr last 
year on a ‘gay cruise’ around 
Europe which was organised 
by a travel agency where 
Edward was brand manager. 

They had both exchanged 
messages on social media 
since meeting, but Iain told 
the mourners at The Boston 
how he was left feeling ‘numb’ 


after reading a BBC News 
article about the Orlando 
massacre victims and finding 
Edward’s name in it. He had 
been shot and later died in 
hospital. 

“Numb is the only word I 
could use to describe how I 
felt,” Ian told the Northants 
Herald & Post. “It just didn’t 
sink in straight away. It was 
words on a page.” 

Following the speeches, a 
minute’s silence was held - 
before everyone was invited 
to light a candle and write 
tributes on cards. 

The event lasted over an 
hour and was attended by 
several police officers who 
throughout the vigil joined 
the mourners in applauding 
the speeches and joining in 
the minute’s silence.

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‘We need to stop this child abuse’ 


Reporter Lawrence John finds out 
what Northamptonshire is doing to 
stop FGM - Female Genital Mutilation 



Thirty cases of Female Genital 
Mutilation (FGM) were discovered 
by Northampton General Hospital 
last year, it has been revealed. 

Women who had been victims of 
the practice, common across many 
African cultures, were finding that 
it was causing complications in 
childbirth years after the original 
abuse took place. 

And now a group of medical and 
law enforcement specialists in the 
county have created a team to 
tackle the problem and to get the 
message out that FGM is child 
abuse, it is illegal and will not be 
tolerated. 

The multi-agency campaign is 
being funded by Northamptonshire 
Police which is aware there were at 
least 18 cases in which girls aged 
between five and 14 years old were 
at risk of having this procedure 
carried out. 

Indeed there were 30 new cases of 
FGM identified by Northampton 
General Hospital (NGH) alone 
during the period of September 
2014-March 2015. 

FGM is part of the culture in coun¬ 
tries in Northern Africa across to 


the Horn of Africa. Chairwoman of 
the FGM Subgroup, Emma Hildreth, 
explained: “FGM is child abuse and 
it is illegal. It is a violation of human 
rights and of a girl’s rights. 

“It is a violent act carried out using 
a razor or a home made sharpened 
instrument and there is no anaes¬ 
thetic used. The victim is held down 
and in some cases their legs are 
bound together. 

“There are long term dangers such 
as chronic pain, psychological 
trauma and difficulty giving birth. 

“Why does this happen? It is all 
part of upholding the family honour 
and protecting girls. 

“It is meant to keep her clean and 
protect her from the dangers of life 
before marriage. 

“It is not a religious act as there 
are no documents talking about 
FGM. 

“FGM is child abuse and we need 
to stop it happening.” 

Giving a police perspective on the 
issue of FGM, Detective 
Superintendent Steve Lingley said it 
is now mandatory for anyone who 
has suspicions a child is at risk to 
report their concerns. 

He said: “We have spoken with the 
child protection team and are 
working in partnership to protect 
children from harm. 

“We need to have early interven¬ 
tion and we have dealt with 18 cases 
in the last year where girls were at 
risk. 

“This campaign is the opportunity 
to make people aware of the 
dangers and beyond that the 


immediate and physical and mental 
issues.” 

Consultant obstetrician at NGH 
Sara Dexter said: “We see some 
women who cannot cope with child 
birth because of what has happened 
We have to cut them so they have a 
Caesarean Section. All this does is 
give them flashbacks to what has 
happened before. 

“The first time they were with 
people they thought they could 
trust they had FGM and now they 
are with health professionals and 
are being cut again. 

“Childbirth is painful enough but 
having more pain due to FGM must 


be horrifying.” One of the men in 
Northampton who is getting 
involved is Abade Ahmed. He is part 
of Men Standing Up Against FGM. 

He said: “It is a difficult issue for 
many people to talk about. 

“This is something which is 
carried out by women on women for 
men. And men need to stand up and 
say this is wrong. 

“This is not a religious issue and it 
is not in Islam, Christianity or 
Judaism.” 

If you think a child is at risk from 
FGM call 0300 126 1000, call the 
police on 101 or in an emergency 
call 999.

The family of a man who was 
found in his flat after being 
stabbed to death have 
released a short statement 
describing him as ‘generous 
to a fault'.

Quit call as effort 
to stop plant fails

The chairman of a residents' 
group has accused a council 
chairman of trying to 
‘brazenly dismiss' residents 
concerns over plans for a 
power plant in Northampton, 
and is now calling on him to 
resign. 

A motion was submitted by 
a councillor on behalf of St 
James Residents’ Association 
(SJRA) at the full North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
(NCC) meeting last week, 
which asked for the developer 
of the £160 million energy 
centre, Rolton Kilbride, to 
hold the referendum. 

But when a vote was carried 
out - after it is claimed the 
council chairman and 
former leader of the authori¬ 
ty, Councillor Jim JJarker, 
allegedly tried to ‘dismiss’ it - 
the motion was thrown out. 

The current leader of the 
authority, Councillor Heather 
Smith, had said that agreeing 
the motion would put the 
council in a difficult position 
‘legally’. 

However, SJRA chairman, 
Graham Croucher, says he

and other residents feel ‘very

A statement by the 
group said: “The 
feeling that has been 
generated now is one that 
sees the county council los¬ 
ing all trust between itself 
and the people who they are 
supposed to serve, and that 
the decision was borne out of

a vested interest of the coun¬ 
ty council, and will confirm 
to many, whom already hold 
the view, that it’s already a 
done deal between the devel¬ 
oper and NCC.” 

The residents’ group claims 
that during the meeting last 
Thursday, when the motion 
was submitted by Councillor 
Gareth Eales), Cllr Harker 
made ‘two attempts’ to 
‘dismiss’ it. 

The statement claimed he 
‘clearly tried to move to the 
next item of business’ when it 
was time to vote on the 
motion. 

Mr Croucher said: “The 
chair obviously still 
thinks he is leader of 
the council. 

^ “The brazen 
attempts by Cllr 
Harker to dismiss 
the legally and 
morally correct 
motion, and his 
procedural inepti¬ 
tude suggest to me 
that he is far from independ¬ 
ent on this matter, and I call 
for his resignation.”

No butler required here, Jeeves? 



COMIC writer PG Wodehouse 
never revealed the identity of the 
home of absent-minded Lord 
Emsworth, his siblings and a pig 
called the Empress of Blandings. 

Blandings Castle - the 
fictional location where the 
Jeeves and Wooster creator set 
stories - inspired a BBC TV 
comedy series a few years back 
with Timothy Spall and Jennifer 
Saunders. However, it got mixed 
reviews with one critic sniping: 
“If you know the work, you’ll 
have mourned what has been 
lost - the comic subtlety, the 
innocence and the air of lunatic 
irresponsibility surrounding 
Wodehouse at his best.” 

Although some fans still argue 
about its true location, it’s now 
thought that Apley Hall, often 
visited by the author in his 
teenage years when his parents 
lived a few miles away in 
Bridgnorth, Shropshire, is the 
house in Wodehouse’s novels. In 
2003, two geographers at 
University College London 
claimed computer mapping 
technology pinpointed it as the 


real Blandings Castle, while 
locals believe the low walled 
enclosure at the western end of 
the stable courtyards at Apley 
was the Empress’s home. 

The Gothic Grade II* listed 
Hall was built in 1811 and run as 
a boarding school after the 
Second World War, before falling 
into disrepair and being restored 
by a property developer.

BEFORE Russell Brand became 
a Hollywood star and a slightly 
more responsible father-to-be, he 
was infamous for stripping off at 
Piccadilly Circus during the May 
Day riots in 2001. 

In what he later described as, 
“a combination of youthful 
idealism and personal 
exhibitionism”, Brand got naked 
on the steps of the Eros statue at 
an anti-capitalist demonstration, 
which got him arrested by the 
Metropolitan Police - although 
charges were later dropped. 

The loudmouth actor and 
activist was taken to the police 
station in London’s Maida Vale - 
also where the manager of the 
Manic Street Preachers reported 
Richey Edwards missing in 1995. 

Built in 1911, you don’t need to 
get nicked to see inside Harrow 
Road police station as it was 
shut in 2013 as part of Boris 
Johnson’s plans to streamline 
the capital’s police stations and 
has now been transformed into 
25 apartments. More newly built 
flats behind the building are also 



part of the new Westbourne 
Place development. 

Complete with period features 
such as high ceilings and 
original wooden bay windows, 
inside, the Grade II listed 
building’s two original staircases 
have been restored, its Victorian 
brick facade has had a brush-up 
and the original ‘Police’ sign still 
sits in the entrance stone work.

Where the Stones were snapped 



ANYONE going to 
‘Exhibitionism - The Rolling 
Stones’ this summer will get an 
insight into how Mick and the 
boys lived back in the ‘60s, as it 
includes a tour around their first 
shared house. 

Looking like a ‘Young Ones’ 
set, the one-bedroom flat in 
Edith Grove, shared by Mick 
Jagger, Brian Jones, Keith 
Richards and their friend James 
Phelge is recreated - complete 
with unwashed dishes in the 
sink - at London’s Saatchi 
Gallery. 

There’s a treasure trove of 
music memorabilia at the 
retrospective, which charts the 
band’s 50-year history, complete 
with diaries, stage costumes and 
never-seen-before photographs of 
the band, including snaps of 
them as children. 

The Stones are probably the 
most photographed band on the 
planet, and one of those who 
frequently worked with them - a 
celebrated portrait photographer 
- used this property as his 
studio. The late 19th century 


building, which used to be a 
laundry, was originally 
converted in 1994 to create 
live/work spaces for artists and 
craftspeople.

Van drivers in dark on vote

VAN drivers are in the dark over 
which way to go when it comes to 
the EU in or out referendum, 
according to research by 
Mercedes-Benz. 

A study carried out by the 
German car and van maker 
reveals that most drivers don’t 
know enough about the EU 
referendum to make an informed 
choice. 

A quarter of Brits who drive a 
van for a living said they don’t 
feel confident enough in their 
knowledge to know how to vote, 
while nearly 30 per cent are 
unsure if Britain leaving the EU 
will have an impact on their busi¬ 
ness or the businesses they work 
for, meaning many of them are 
still unsure of which box to tick 
today. 

According to Mercedes 58 per 
cent believe, to an extent, that the 
EU imposes too many rules on 
businesses, although a fifth (19 
per cent) of van drivers flagged 
concerns that working hours in 
the UK will worsen if the UK were 
to vote to leave the EU, with 40 
per cent concerned that it would 
be harder to trade with the rest of 
the UK. 

Just over 40 per cent believe that 
Britain’s status in the world 
would be damaged by leaving the 


EU, making the country ‘less 
secure’. However, 46 per cent of 
van drivers felt the country would 
have greater control of its borders 
if the UK votes to leave, with 67 
per cent wanting Britain to 
reduce the number of migrants 
coming to the UK to work 
anyway. 

The study revealed that at this 
stage, 22 per cent of van drivers 
don’t know whether they are 
going to vote to remain in, or 
leave the EU, while, a third 
confirmed they will vote to 
remain in, and 40 per cent said 
they’ll vote to leave. Official fig¬ 


ures from the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) have shown that 
UK industry entered recession 
following two successive quarters 
of shrinking output. The ONS 
measured falls of 0.4 per cent in 
both the final quarter of 2015 and 
in the first three months of this 
year - a technical recession for 
the sector. 

However, the ONS also meas¬ 
ured growth of 0.3 per cent 
between February and March, 
highlighting further confusion 
for the public as to the state of the 
nation. Steve Bridge, managing 
director of Mercedes-Benz Vans 


UK, said: “The nation’s van 
drivers support the foundations 
of this country, so their unease in 
knowing which way to vote is a 
big indicator of the uncertainties 
facing the UK public as a whole. 

“Our research highlights real 
concerns from van drivers, which 
needs to be addressed by both 
the Vote Leave and Stronger In 
campaigns. 

“When you then factor in that 
the UK is in a ‘technical’ 
recession, but has also measured 
growth, it is no wonder that van 
drivers feel unsure of what to do 
for the best.”

Take a look inside...

SEAT may have been late to the 
SUV party but it looks likely to 
become one of the most popular 
guests. 

Its new Ateca has all the 
credentials to challenge front 
runners such as Nissan Qashqai, 
Renault Kadjar and its own 
cousin, the VW Tiguan, in UK’s 
fastest growing sector. 

With a sporty image and priced 
to undercut the VW, the £ 17,990 
to £29,990 SEAT range looks 
great in the flesh with sharp, 
racy styling and clean lines that 
should make it stand out. 

A subtle family grille dominates 
the nose but it’s nowhere near 
as aggressively-styled as say the 
Hyundai Tucson. 

First models go out to custom¬ 
ers in September although order 
books opened on June I. Three 
diesel models and two petrol 
versions will be available. 

The dash layout is clean and 
appears well laid out with 
switches and dials in easy reach. 
There’s plenty of tactile, soft 
touch plastic but trim quality is a 
tad down on either Audi or VW, 
more on a par with Renault and 
Nissan. 

Three trim levels are available 
but even the entry S versions 
have air condiitioning and seven 


airbags as standard. The top 
model - the Xcellence - comes 
with leather upholstery, and LED 
headlights. 

Climb aboard the Ateca and 
you first notice its roominess. 
There’s loads of shoulder space, 
more in fact than in the Audi Q3. 
Rear seat passengers have ample 
headroom for six-footers and 
loads of legroom. The boot, too, 
is bigger than most rivals. 

Get behind the wheel, and the 
Ateca has that familiar SEAT feel 
with eager and accessible perfor¬ 
mance and a minimum of fuss. 

I first drove the 1.4TSI 
(£20,960 in SE form) which 
pushes out 148bhp and acceler¬ 
ates to 62mph in a nifty 8.5 
seconds and then on to a maxi¬ 
mum of I25mph. With light con¬ 
trols and a slick six speed manual 
gearbox it’s easy and undemand¬ 
ing on twisty country roads or 
cruising down a motorway. The 
steering is a shade numb but 
that’s not unusual with SUVs. 

The TSI should prove cheap to 
run with C02emissions of just 
125g/km and an official com¬ 
bined consumption of 52.3 mpg. 

It’s hard to under-estimate the 
importance to SEAT of the new 
model - it will offer loyal 
buyers of the marque a chance 
of remaining within the fold as 
their families and grow.

Maserati makes Quattroporte quicker By: Chris Russon 


MASERATI is updating its flagship Quattroporte saloon with two new trims 
and some aerodynamic tweaks to make it even quicker. With changes to the 
nose including a more imposing grille fitted with an air shutter to reduce 
drag by up to 10 per cent, the V8 model - with its Ferrari-sourced 530hp V8 
engine - now has a top speed approaching 195mph. The new models will be 
coming on stream in the summer and see the introduction of GranLusso and 
GranSport trims across the range which is now priced from £70,510 for the 
3.0-Iitre Quattroporte V6 diesel to £115,980 for the 3.8-litre V8. Three-litre V6 
petrol models cost from £82,750 - an increase of some £1,100. All of the new 
models now have matt black side skirts and redesigned door mirrors while 
inside the cabin has been updated with an 8.4-inch high definition touchscreen 
and a restyled centre console which incorporates a new phone storage area. 
Apple Car Play and Android Auto smartphone mirroring functions are now 
included as part of the car’s connectivity systems while adaptive cruise control, 


lane departure warnings and automatic emergency braking systems are among 
new options. So is a surround view camera. The new trims will be available 
on the V6 models priced from £78,910 for the diesel and £91,150 for the petrol 
Quattroporte and will be standard on the V8. GranLusso models have subtle 
spoilers front and rear with chrome detailing in the nose and sit on 20-inch 
alloys while inside they feature luxury appointments including silk fabric trim. 
The GranSport finish is designed to give the Quattroporte a more aggressive 
stance and it comes with 21-inch wheels, gloss black bumpers and red brake 
calipers. The interior features sports seats, stainless steel pedals and aluminium 
paddle shifters as well as piano black trim. There’s also the option of a carbon 
pack for the body with coverings on the door mirrors, centre pillars, door 
handles and bumpers. While the engines and 0 to 60 acceleration times remain 
unchanged, the slippier body styling moves the top speed of the diesel up to 
157mph, the V6 petrol to 179 and the V8 to a maximum of 194mph.

JAGUAR Land Rover has opened its first wholly-owned factory 
outside of the UK with a new £240 million production plant in 
Brazil to build the Range Rover Evoque and Land Rover Discovery 
Sport. The factory, which includes an education and business centre, 
is in Rio de Janeiro and will produce models for the Brazilian 
market where Land Rover already has a 33 per cent stake of the 
premium SUV market. Wolfgang Stadler, JLR’s executive director 
for manufacturing, said: “The opening of Jaguar Land Rover’s new 
world-class facility in Brazil marks the latest exciting milestone in 
our global expansion.” “Land Rover is already Brazils market-leader 
for mid-sized premium SUVs, accounting for more than 30% of all 
sales in that segment. The Range Rover Evoque and the Land Rover 
Discovery Sport will now be manufactured for the first time in 
Latin America, building on their existing popularity with customers 
in Brazil.” The plant includes Jaguar Land Rovers first overseas 
Education Business Partnership Centre which will provide a range of 
classroom activities for up to 12,000 local children each year to will 
help them to develop key skills, work awareness and inspire them 
to pursue rewarding careers at Jaguar Land Rover. The factory, in 
Itatiaia, is the company’s first wholly-owned overseas facility and 



marks a further phase in its global expansion strategy following 
the opening of its Chinese joint venture factory in 2014. Since 2010 
JLR has invested more than £11 billion in new projects - including 
the opening of a new engine plant in Wolverhampton in the West 
Midlands - and now employs more than 38,000 people in the UK. 
The company, which is now the largest automotive manufacturer in 
Britain with factories at Solihull, Castle Bromwich in Birmingham 
and at Halewood on Merseyside, has seen sales double since 2009 
and last year sold a record 487,065 vehicles worldwide. 


ABARTH TURNS UP HEAT VUITH NEW 595 By: Chris Russon 



ITALIAN hot hatch specialist Abarth is putting even more 
sting in the tail of its latest model with a new 595 that’s quicker 
and more affordable than before. The new Abarth 595 is priced 
from £15,090 with the line up topping out at £22,290 for a 
convertible in high performance Competizione trim. Three 
specifications are available, all powered by a 1.4-litre TJet 
turbo engine with various amounts of boost taking power from 
145 horsepower to 165 in the mid-range Turismo models and up 
to 180hp for the Competizione. Open top versions are available 
in all three grades and carry a £2,000 premium. The new 
Abarths have larger front air intakes for greater engine cooling, 
redesigned rear diffusers and sit on 17-inch lightweight alloy 


wheels which are designed to provide extra ventilation for the braking 
system. Inside, the cockpit of the 595 has also been updated with a flat- 
bottomed sports steering wheel which on the Competizione is carbon 
fibre and covered in Alcantara. Sports seats and colour-coded facias 
are also included and the new models have revised instrumentation 
as well as a Beats audio system and a touchscreen which is hooked up 
to the Uconnect Live information service. An upgraded version of the 
Uconnect set up is also available and includes Abarth Telemetry for 
gauging driving performance as well as preloaded points of interest for 
fans of the famous Scorpion badge marque. The Competizione, priced 
from £20,290, is a true enthusiast’s model and comes with a Record 
Monza exhaust system and can also be fitted with a mechanical limited 
slip differential to enhance handling. Other specialist features include 
Koni shock absorbers and Brembo brakes to accommodate the 595 
Competizione’s 0 to 60 acceleration time of 6.7 seconds and 140mph 
maximum. A Sport mode has also been fitted across the line up which 
changes throttle response and steering feel as well as switching the 
instrument read outs to a ‘racing’ configuration. Despite the hot 
hatch credentials Abarth claims an official fuel return of 47mpg with 
emissions of 139g/km for all versions of the 595. 

Fifteen body colours are now available including a vibrant Modena 
Yellow which Abarth had previously reserved for its flagship 695 
Biposto Record - a model dubbed the world’s smallest supercar. 
Personal touches can be added with a choice of three custom packs 
with Abarth side stickers, mirror caps and front and rear bumper 
inserts in white, black or red.

RACE-BRED MINI UP 
FOR THE CHALLENGE 
By: Mike Torpey 



A NEW race-bred MINI is about to hit UK streets as a 
strictly limited edition model. Called the MINI John 
Cooper Works Challenge, it is based on the fiery MINI 
JCW Hatch variant but adds some upgrades to make it 
more track focused. The Challenge bit refers to the racing 
series that has been running since 2002. And with that in 
mind the MINI development team in Oxford has worked 
with the racing car’s key suppliers to ensure the newcomer 
‘delivers bespoke track performance to levels never before 
seen in the small hot hatch class’. Limited to a maximum of 
100 cars, the model features a unique colour combination 
and graphics, genuine MINI JCW Pro Accessories, and is 
available in one fixed specification only with a tab of 
£32,000. The new special edition uses the latest MINI John 
Cooper Works Hatch as its basis - itself the most potent 
MINI ever produced - and is powered by a 2.0-litre twin 
turbo engine developing 231bhp. It uses a six-speed 
manual transmission, can scorch from 0-62mph in 
6.3-seconds, has a top speed of 153mph, yet can return 
42.2mpg with C02 emissions of 155g/km. Bespoke styling 
includes enlarged air intakes at the front for increased 
cooling, contoured wheel arch extensions and a rear 
spoiler, while the cabin features John Cooper Works 
sports seats and sports steering wheel. Satisfied with the 
car’s degree of power, the engineering team concentrated 
more on the Challenge model’s chassis, tyres and braking. 
So the car is supplied with recommended settings for both 
road and track driving, the damper units offering 
adjustment through numerous ‘clicks’, though owners can 
choose to experiment with their own settings to tune the 
car to their own tastes. And it comes shod with 17-inch 
Michelin Pilot Sport Cup 2 tyres, original equipment for a 
host of high-performance cars, plus grooved and part- 
drilled 330mm front disc brakes with four-pot Brembo- 
developed calipers.

The 600bhp, 5.2-litre twin-turbo V12 GT stunner 
will be on display in the Michelin Supercar Paddock during the Festival weekend and will be driven up 
Goodwood’s 1.16-mile hillclimb by Aston Martin chief Andy Palmer. Aston will also give its Vantage 
GT8 - the lightest and most powerful V8-powered Vantage ever built - its first UK public runs at 
Goodwood, driven in a timed run category by the company’s works driver Darren Turner. And a year on 
from its global unveiling at the Festival of Speed, Aston Martin’s track-only supercar the Vulcan will be 
back to tackle the hillclimb, also with Turner behind the wheel. The £155,000 DB11 - the first product 
launched under the company’s ‘Second Century’ plan - can also be seen as a static display at Goodwood 
as part of the Moving Motor Show. Alongside it will be the Rapide S model, which will also be available 
for visitors to experience along with the V12 Vantage S Coupe and Vanquish Volante.

Women’s Tour winner Lizzie 
Armitstead felt that the course 
through Northamptonshire for 
the final stage suited the tactics 
of her team down to the ground. 

While Armitstead finished down 
the field in 14th in the 113km stage 
that ran from Northampton to 
Kettering, none of the riders 
threatening her ambitions of tak¬ 
ing the yellow jersey were able to 
finish ahead of her. 

In the end, her aggregate time of 
16 hours and 39 seconds was 11 
seconds faster than that of sec¬ 
ond-placed South African 
Ashleigh Moolman-Pasio as she 
became the first British winner of 
the event. 

The final stage was one that suit¬ 
ed the sprinters, which meant that 
Armitstead’s Boels Dolman team¬ 
mates were able to help her over 


the line. 

Armitstead said: “It was hard, 
but it was probably one of the 
easier days of the tour, as it was 
flatter than the previous stages. 

“It meant that we could control it 
and bring it to a sprint, which is 
what we wanted to do. 

It means that a fantastic team 
performance has been capped 
with a victory. There was quite a 
lot of pressure on us today and I 
couldn’t let them down, really. I’m 
relieved and happy that I did it for 
them.” 

Thousands lined the streets 
throughout Northants on Sunday 
to cheer on the riders at the con¬ 
clusion of the third edition of the 
Women’s Tour, which has become 
a hugely prestigious event in its 
short existence. 

When asked about the support, 
Armitstead said: “It’s been great, 
it’s been so enthusiastic. It fills me 
with pride to see families and kids 
and everybody screaming at us as 
we rode past. 


They were really enthusiastic 
and really got behind it. That’s 
what it’s all about; inspiring peo¬ 
ple, particularly the kids on the 
other side of the road. I hope we 
gave them something to shoot at.” 

It’s been a breakthrough year for 
Armitstead, who won her first- 
ever gold medal in a Road Cycling 
World Championship last year, 
when she headed up the women’s 
road race. 

Winning the Women’s Tour is 
another boost for 27-year-old, who 
is looking to go one better on the 
silver she won at the 2012 Olympics 
in the road race during this sum¬ 
mer’s Games at Rio in August. 

Armitstead said: “The last cou¬ 
ple of years I’ve definitely 
improved my performances. Any 
bike ride you’re in is about con¬ 
sistency in training and a bit of 
luck and I’ve had those for the last 
couple of years. 

“With hard work, anything is 
possible, really.” 

Sunday also brought to an end a 


successful Tour for local riders 
Hannah and Alice Barnes, who 
were racing for Canyon-SRAM 
and Drops respectively, and there 
was very little to separate the sis¬ 
ters from Towcester. 

In the end, finishing the final 
stage in 12th was enough for 
20-year-old Alice to finish five 
seconds, and one place, ahead of 
her sibling, who is three years her 
senior, as they came home 26th 
and 27th. 

Hannah said: “It was good to 
have everyone out there cheering. 
It’s really cool hearing Lizzie’s 
name everywhere - they definite¬ 
ly need to take this to Yorkshire 
next year I think. 

“But it was nice to know the 
roads and see familiar faces 
around. 

This tour was really difficult - 
stage one, two, three and four 
were really hard, going over some 
lumpy areas. It was good to do, but 
it was definitely a lot harder than 
last year.”

Saints meandered last season says Wood

Northampton Saints will have to 
get everything right from the 
start if they are put the disap¬ 
pointments of last season behind 
them, according to their new 
captain, Tom Wood.

Cornell has signed on a two-year contract 
after leaving Oldham Athletic and will 
provide competition for Adam Smith 
under the tutelage of Town’s new goal¬ 
keeping coach Paddy Kenny. 

The 25-year-old came through Swansea 
City’s academy and he was to make one 
appearance in their first team, in the 
League Cup against Scunthorpe in 2009. 

He was to spend time on loan with 
Hereford United, St Mirren and 
Portsmouth before being released by 
Swansea in the summer of 2015, after 
which he signed for Oldham, where he 
played 17 times last season. 

Northampton manager Rob Page said: 
“David is a good signing for us. He will 
come in to challenge and compete with 
Adam Smith and he has knowledge and 
experience of playing at this level. 

“He has a good pedigree and I’m sure he 
will fit in well in the dressing room. 

“I think he was unfortunate to have been 
released by Oldham but hopefully their 
loss can be our gain.” 

Clarke left the club by mutual consent to 
join Wimbledon, who, like the Cobblers, 
were promoted from League Two in the 
last campaign. 

The 34-year-old signed from Oxford 
United last year, but was to only make four 
appearances in cup competitions. 

“This is a move that makes a lot of sense 
for all parties,” Page said. “At this stage of 
his career, Ryan wants and needs to be 
playing games and we fully respect that. 

“Ryan had already had some conversa¬ 
tions with Chris (Wilder) before the end of 
the season so I was fully aware of the 
situation when I came in, although I 
wanted to make sure we had an adequate 
replacement lined up before we allowed 
any move to proceed. Ryan’s chances here 
were limited last season and so it makes 
sense to allow him to move on in search of 
regular first team football.”
